b. We must not fight any battle unless we are presared and have confi- 
dence in winning. The various air bara commands must formulate offen- 
sive and defensive plans, considsring orcbable and possible methods of 
invasion by enemy planes; from time tc time they must varry out 
exercises based on those plens.
